23° he received a most. unexpected 
message from Gen. Joffre, the French 
Commander in Chief, that three >Ger- 
man Army corps were moving on the 
British and .that another corps was 
engaged in a turning movement. from 
Tournai. Gen.-Joffre also stated that 
the French Army’ on the British -right 
was retiring. 

As a result of this information’ he de- 
termined to retire to a position which 
he ‘had previously. reconnoitred, extend- 
ing. from /Maubeuge, west of Jenlain, 
southeast ‘of ‘Valenciennes. 

There was a.certain amount of fight- 
ing along the whole line of the right. 
The, retirement was carried out success- 
fully throughout the 24th, amid contin- 
uous fighting. 

Avoided Trap at Maubeuge. 

“As the French troops were still re- 
tiring,” Gen. French continues, “I had 
no: support. except from the fortress at 
Maubeuge, and determined attempts of 
the enemy “to get around niy. left flank 
assured me that it was his intention to 
i press me against that plate and sdar- 
J round me. I-felt not a:moment must be 
lost in retiring. to another position: 

““ This: operation was full of danger 
and. difficulty, .not only owing to the 
very superior ;force in‘*my front, but the 
exhaustion of. my troops. The rétire- 
ment: commmenced early in the morning 
of the 25th to a position near Le Cateau.

‘The extreme left flank of. the Allies’ 
line has made a slight advance and has 
successfully driven back the counter- 
charges of the Germans: The centre 
of the Allies’ line’ at Vitry is: reported 
‘to be holding ‘fast. While there is lit- 
tle change in the niilitary positions of 
the forces; yet every day marks an 
appreciable gain by.the Allies. 

Like the campaign of Fabius against 
the Carthaginians, the position of the 
: Allies is close to their districts of sup- 
ply.and reinforcement, so‘ that they 
can readily maintain their strength 
and even increase it. The supply and 
reinforcement of the German Army 
across the hufidred miles of hostile 
territory is a much more difficult mat- 
ter. Every day. that the Allies can 
hold their present position should re- 
sult for them in a gain in ‘relative 
strength. 

The battle now raging between, Mont- 
mirail’ and “Vitry-le-Francois © can 
well take five days to a week for its 
decision. The battle of Gettysburg, 
in 1833, required three days, when the 
forces were less than 100,000 on each 
side. The final result in this great 
battle in France must hang in the bal- 
ance until after. the Germans have 
brought up their last ‘reserves and- 
have made their last desperate charge. 

An interesting point in. recent dis- 
patches has been the elision by the 
censors of reference. to some army 
whose position is not allowed to be. 
made public. This has been referred 
to once as an allied army,.once as a 
French and British Army, and once as 
an army whose position must remain 
veiled in secrecy. If it is a force of 
any size its position should soon be

‘They have solved 
the question that throughout history 
has always puzzled the commanding 
General. With the aero corps now at- 
tached to his headquarters, he can 
quickly cover all of the country with- 
in thirty. miles with a number of 
scouts, who can report to him the: 
presence of any large bodies of tho 
enemy. His dispositions of his slow- 
moving line troops can then. be made 
accordingly. ‘This explains the reports 
of aeroplanes continually hovering or 
passing- over the battle line and fol-
